THE PLAGUE IN HONGKONG. 

It would appear, when litte news worth 
mentionjng is to be got on the all-absorbiug 
topic of the Plague, ramourgof the altliest 
nature are circalated., Whild tha iguorant, 
malicions, or projudiced Chinssa con- 
coct their rnmoura in “repulsive and 
utterly outrageous forma, tho Europeans 
acem to cateh hold of silly, unfound- 
ed roports, and trot round tho city 
for confirindtion or correctlon of thess 
stories, ‘Tho yisitation of the Plague 
has developed a large amount of this kind 
of folly. For instanco, tho roport that 
Gftenn plogue corpacs were lying on tha 
Channel Rocks was a atupid.atory, Near- 
ly, every one knows that these fat rocks 
‘have for many: yoars_Reon the depositary 
for dying or dgad- on and it turned 
out ‘that half a dozen ehildran and ‘ono 
adalt ware there, Captain Bastings volan- 
tered Lo undertake what is cloarly the duty 
of the Chinese authorities, oud buried the 
remains, Both the absurd rumour and its 
explanation were known, but not inention- 
ed; nnd wa only now give it ag an instance 
of the rmours and contradictions which 
fly around every day in town. . 

We hear that legal questions .aro being 
raised ag to the authority of tha Permanent 
Committee for breaking’ down partitions 
in houses which have not been visited by 
the Plague, Landlords are being called 
upon to do what they cannet legally perform 
—~ie, ontor thoir tenements and break 
down the partitions. The question who is 
to declare a-house té ba inganitary should 
be carefully considered. It ia not expected 
that too fine distinctions should be made in 
puch a crisia as thia; but reason and ex- 
porianco should be brought to boar as far 
ag possibly upon such a matter.

Tho Tetest- advices from: Pekan are dated 
the 19th and 20th June. ‘Nothing of im. 
Portanea had oosurred since last news, River 
commupisation with the Ula, howerot, is 
neoesssrily ohecked until. the: porition is 
more acourately ascertained, Boats for Kua- 
Js Lipis are.continually returning down the 
river, the boatmen being afraid to proceed 
end coneequently no. goods ean be forwarded 
upriver, bis, however, would not appear 
in any way to affeot the usual rants af rivet: 
vommunioation for Raub, which. diverges 
from the main Pahang river at Temerlob, 
and cecends the Semanten and Bilut ‘to the 
landing place within three iiles of Raab, 

The returning rebels would sedm, as we 
(Singapore Free Press) mentioned the other 
day, to have been hindered in their plans, 
before they had reached Pulan Tawer, It 
had been their hepe to havo heen joined by 
Toh Raja of Jelai, and Toh Panglima Ga- 
ring Yusuf of Tembeling, But thess obiefa 
have etated their determination not to. throw 
in their-lot with the: raiders from Kelantan, 
butto remain friendly te the Governmant. 
Aga consequence of this attitude-of resia- 
tance the a 48i Rasu (ex-Loh 
Gajoh), Mat Kileu, ond their following 
hase, it is now reported, gona back up-river 
to the Temboling, and are actually snid to be 
meditating an attack on Kuala Lipis, Pen- 
jom, Silensing ond Raub! This would be 
atruly admirable programme from the Go- 
vernmont point of view, for nothing could 
be of more cervico thaa'that thay should be 
tempted away from that rat-hole of escape, 
the Tembeling, . 

We are informed that the rebel party 
have profited considerably by their opportu- 
nities in the way. of river pitacy, More 
Chinese trading boats have been looted and 
the commissariat and ordnance store depart- 
mentof the rebel expedition is thereby so 
mugh to the good. No violeade, ‘however, 
appears to have been done to the boatmen 
or to apy Chinese traders on board. . The 
goods and money ara.removed and the boat- 
men are told that they only wish to kill 
Sikhs and Orang puteh.

On the cecnsion of the dinner to Admiral 
Ethen, Captain Mahan, and the offlcers: of 
the U.S, cruiser Chicago, at St. James's 
Hall, on- 24th ult., the eaying ‘ Blood is 
thicker than water? was displayed io 
sonspicuoue letters, In proposing the health 
of tho United States Navy, Admiral Sir G. 
Phipps Boruby,’ after paying a tribute to 
Admiral Erbeo and Captain Mahan, gave an 
interesting account of. the origin of the 
above saying. It aross when Commodore 
Tatnall und the United States Navy, after a 
cheolk in tho sccond China War at the Taku 
 Forta to the British arnia, sent hia men ta 
agsist in bringing off the gunboata The 
Ausrican commander had, at first, only in- 
tended to help the wonnded, but when ha 
saw the English getting the worst of it, he 
eriad, ‘Blood 18 thicker than water!’ and 
the Americans fought the. English guns. 
This story brought. forth great cheering for
